There are many reasons for a unity of 


nations. The telegraph enabled us to 
hear of the recent terrible Armenian atro- 
cities in our newspapers, almost before 
the Turk had had time to wipe his sword. 
There seems jvlso to be a new indwelling 
of the spirit of Christ. Vet \ve burn with 
indignation when \veht;ar of the European 
nations standing calmly by while these 
fearful massacres are still going on. 


There was a limn, centuries ago, when 


a massacre by Turks was no affair of other 
countries. It is true that, even now, they 
apologize on the ground that to iuterfe 
would mean to rend asunder the map 
Europe: but mark my words, in time 
come, these nations will take some pos 
tive activity. 
We cannot be so blind as 


not to see that there are surely high liopi 
for the future. 


This leads up to two questions: Is it m 


the fulluess of time for the appearance ( 
the spiritual force among outside peppl 
mid moreover, is it nut for our nation t 
take the lead? Xot by armed forcejner 
ly, but by the spirit of its great characte 
Now that most of the world has been con 
Hiiered, it is high time for the powerfa 
nations to yield good to the less ppwe 
ful. 
Let them, mingle with ' and' bull 


them, .up, .not tax and. oppress them 
When shall the time come that shiploac 
of good people shall go to colonize th 
weak countries. 


This has already happened, and fro: 


our harbors every week do these peop 
go. We call them missionaries, thoug 
some say that they have no rjget to 
and make foreigners dissatisfied wit 
their lot and their old superstitions. Me: 
chants go to these lands to make monej 
while the missionaries go from unselfish 
ness to self-sacrifice. 
If we are to sho- 


what civilization is, we must show all c 
it—we must send to the foreign landi 
doctors, teachers and ministers. He wh 
does not do this is building a house witl 
out a foundation. 


But sUall our missionaries go with 


feeling of arrogance, from their own su 
periority? They do not. That'they hav 
done so is true, but that they do now 
open to question. 


The missionary of today sympathize

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—This week in 


the house promises a spirited discussion of 
onr foreign relations. It opens today with 
the presentation of the resolutions of the 
foreign affairs committee on Armenia, 
and -will be continued in connection with 
the consideration of the diplomatic aud 
consular appropriation bill, which will be 
taken up immediately afterward. 


This bill.will open the. gate's to a gen- 


eral debate on foreign affairs and compli- 
cation's" In all parts ot the world. The 
Chiuaese-Japauese war, the depredation 


by Officer of American missions in China, the Ven- 


ezuelan dispute, the Corinto incident, the 
outrages In,Armenia, with all their at- 
tendant European complications, the in- 
vasion of thi> Transvaal and the arrest of 
Americans at Johannesburg by the Boer 
government, the Alaskan boundary dis- 
pute, the award of the Behring sea com- 
mission, the Cuban war for independence, 
the Waller 
incident and the Bayard 


speeches; any, or all, of these may become 
fruitful topics for debate during the con- 
sideration of this bill. The general im- 
pression is that the whole week will be 
consumed In disposing of it, but if any 
time.remains it will probably be devoted 
to the District of Columbm appropriation 
bill,, which tho appropriation committee 
expects to hav» ready on Wednesday or 
Thursday.

rnaynot succeed at thab time in getting a 
vote, and that this will not come until 
Friday or Saturday. 


• The opponents of - the bill are not, so far 
as has been discovered, seeking to delay 
the final disposition of the measure, and 
its idyocates will have no object in. fur- 
ther postponement after'the Initiation* of 
Utah's ffljna'tors Into the|r duties.as sen- 
ators, but there aro a number of senators 
who desire to speak on the bill who have 
not had an opportunity, and they will be 
afforded that privilege before tho vote is 
decided upon. 
These Include Senators 


Hill, Cockrell, 
Bacon, Nelson, Hans- 


brough, Mitchell (Or.) and others. 


The silver, bill is expected to pass, but 


even its friends do hot place the majority 
at to exceed five votes, while others insist 
that, with affirmative votes from both the 
Utah' senators, the majority will, not ex 
ceed three.

The eaHiest way to make such a poul- 


tice is to spread, the moist mixture, 
•whatever it may be, upon an rinderpest. 
Split open the vest, so the spreading can 
be done BmciotMy and qnickly.

HOTT to Curl Ostrich Fcatherfl. 


Get H narrow and sharp ivory, silver 


or wooden paper knife — never USB any- 
thing with a keeiier edge than this, for 
it scrapes tho fluff off the strands of the 
feather — take the extreme tip of the 
plume, and, With your thumb on the 
top, scrape the knife hard along the un- 
der part of the rib, so as to curl it. 
Then curl the undermost strands on tho 
left side, taking them in bunches of 
four or five at a time. Do not curl them 
very tightly, but make them curl over 
roundly from 
the center rib of the 


plume. 
When you have done this to 


both sides, take the upper strands that 
are 'left, three or four from each side to- 
gether at a time, and cnrl them so as to 
cover the rib all the way up. • Then 
shake your feather in front of a hot fire 
for n few seconds and look at it, when 
you will find many strands standing up 
quite straight here and there. These re- 
quire individual curling, and the whole 
should be carefully arranged to look fall 
and compact. 


How to Make Javislle Water. 


Jnvelle water consists of washing 


soda and water and chloride of lime, a 
pound of the soda to a gallon of water 
and a pound of lime. Stir the soda, into 
.the water, and boil teu minutes, then 
add the chloride of lime. When the fluid 
has settled, pour off as much as is clear 
and put in bottles. Label and cork tight- 
ly. It should only be used when stains 
will not yield to hot or cold water and 
should bo thoroughly rinsed out aftor 
using.

'(That High Tariff* Have I>one to Kalsc the'I 


Price of Wheat* 


The Minneapolis' Tribune bids fair" 


after a few more efforts to ,go to the 
head of the class in tariff instruction, 
eays the St. Paul Globe; 
We have sel- 


dom found a pupil to make so much 
progress in the course of a" single lesson. 
The Tribune started out a few days ago 
by publishing, with- approving -com- 
ment, an interview in which it was stat- 
ed that our wheat raisers bannot compete 
with the poorly paid labor of Russia and 
India, and that a restoration of high 
tariff is the only thing that can save 
them. 
The Globe having called its at- 


tention to the fact that a tariff on wheat 
or any other agricultural product of 
which we produce more than we con- 
sumo could not affect its price, The 
Tribune now admits that the competi- 
tion which fixes the price of American 
wheat is measured by the Liverpool 
market and so cannot be directly affect- 
ed by any duty on imports at all 
This 


is excellent as far as it goes, and a more 
rapid'advance in the common sense of 
economics than the high tariff proselyte 
is accustomed to make. The Tribune is 
now probably-ready for its second les- 
son. It faya: 
. '' Give this country a symmetrical and 
adequate! protective tariff, and in time 
our manufacturers and manufacturing 
population would "so increase that sub- 
stantially all the wheat raised in the 
United States would be consumed at 
home. The homo market would then fix 
tho prico, and it would not be fixed in 
Liverpool by the cheap labor of the Rus- 
sian peasant and the Indian ryot." 


So The Tribune goes back to that 


dear, delightful old humbug, the "home 
market'' theory. Obliged to confess that 
a tariff on wheat could not affect iti 
price directly, it has nothing left but to 
retreat to the home market base of sup- 
plies. It will find that position no more 
tenable than the other. 
If this country 


did not have a "symmetrical and ade- 
quate protective tariff" during the 30 
years after tho war, when the Repub- 
lican party had its own way about legis- 
lation,- how can it ever get one? It cer- 
tainly did have, in all that time, an ex- 
cessively high protective tariff tending 
to steady increase. 


If the home market theory means any- 


thing at all, we ought to have seenEomo 
results from it for this period. What are 
they? Wheat has fallen steadily in mar- 
ket prico from the beginning to the end, 
until, with the culmination of Repub- 
lican high 
tariff 
legislation, it was 


worth in the market about one-fifth-of 
what it was shortly after tha close of the 
war.

There was a time, centuries ago,' when 


a massacre by Turks was no affair of other 
countries. It is true that, even now, they 
apologi/.e on the ground that to interfere 
would mean to rend asunder the map of 
Europe; but mark my words, in time to 
come, these nations will take some posi- 
tive activity. We cannot'be so blind as 
not to see that there are surely high hopes 
for the future. 


This leads up to two questions: Is it not 


the fullness of time for the appearance of 
tlie spiritual force among outside people, 
and moreover, is it not for our nation to 
take the lead V Not by armed force,mere- 
ly, but by the spirit of its great character. 
Xow that most of the world lias been con- 
quered, it is high time for the powerful 
nations to yield good to the less power- 
ful. 
Let them mingle with and. build 


them up, not tax and oppress them. 
Whun shall the time come that shiploads 
of good people shall go to colonize the 
weak countries. 


This has already happened, and 
from 


our harbors every weeK do these people 
go. 
We call them missionaries, though 


some sity that they have no right to go, 
and make foreigners dissatisfied with 
their iot and their old superstitions. Mer- 
chants go to tliese lands to make monev, 
while the missionaries go from unselfish- 
ness to self-sacrifice. 
If we are to show 


what, civilization is, we must show all of 
it—we must send to the foreign lands, 
doctors,, teachers and ministers. He who 
does not do this is building a house with- 
out a foundation. 


But shall our missionaries go with a 


feeling of arrogance, from their own su- 
periority t .They do not. That they have 
done so is true, but tha't they do now is 
open to question.

Miss Elizabeth D. H.anscoin addressed 
e Middlesex Women's club Saturday 
pon the subject'of "Women .in English 
iction." 
lu opening she referred to the birth of 
e English novel, which she" said is gen- 


erally said to have had its-origin in that 
decade in the middle of the ISth century 
marked by the production- of Pamela, 
1740; Clarissa Harlowe, 1748; Joseph 
Andrews, 1742;.Tom Jones, 1749. 


Next 
came 
Frances 
Burney, 
the 


daughter of a famous musician, and her 
"Evelina," written in 1778, was well re- 
ceived, as were, also her. later works. 
Speaking o£ "Evelina," Miss Hanscom 
said this was the first time that an English 
novel was humorous. Fussy old Richard- 
son, she said, had not a particle of fun in 
his priggish little s'oul. Fielding and 
Smollet were humorous'in a way, but in 
"Evelina" we.see the first glow of that 
delicate humor which has since played 
over much ot the best fiction. .

HE COULD NOT GO. 


An Old Fitithloncd Kemecly Always Good. 


They Must JBe Kept Warm. 


The easiest way to make such a poul- 


tice is to spread the moist mixture, 
whatever it may be, upon an rindervest. 
Split open the. vest, so the spreading can 
bo clone smoothly and quickly. .Pin it 
together with safety pins closely about 
the patient and cover the vest all over 
with a jacket of oiled silk. If this can- 
not be procured, use oilcloth of any 
kind. Tho real-oil why a poultice needs, 
covering is to keep it warm and moist 
Tho only way to accomplish- tin's is by 
placing over the poultice a substance 
which is both impervious to air and 
moisture. So matter what'the poultice 
is to bo used to relieve or where it is 
to be applied, it must be kept warm all 
tha time or it does no possible Rood. ' If 
one is so situated that even oilcloth is 
beyond reach, let her fill a bottle with, 
hot water and place-it oa the poultice, 
or heat an iron and place against it if a 
pendent part like tho hand or foot is 
poulticed. 


How to Malto Poddinc a 1* Zonavc. 
Blanch 12 almonds. Then grate them 


und stand at the oven door to dry; beat 
to n crenm a quarter of a pound of but- 
ter. -Then add half a pound of sugar, 
beat 4 eggH without separating until 
very light, add that'to the first ingredi- 
ents, then add tho almonds and half a 
pint of milk. Add 12 seeded raisins. 
Pare and core a pound of apples, put 
them in a steamer until they are soft. 
Put them through a vegetable press or 
sieve into the ejjf? mixture. fl is best to 
have these tipples steamed rind cold. 
Turn now into u baking dislrand bake. 


HOTT to Curl Ostricli Feathers. 


Got a narrow and sharp ivory, silver 


or wooden paper knife—heveiij use any- 
thing with a keener edge than this, for 
it scrapes the fluff off tha strands of the 
feather—take the extreme tip of the 
plume, and, with your thumb on th,o 
top, scrape the knife hard along the -un- 
der putt of the rib, so as to curl it. 
Then curl the undermost strands oa tho 
left side, taking theruv'in bunches of 
four orflvo at a time. DoSiotcnrl them 
very tightly, but make them cnrl over 
roundly from tho center rib of the 
plume. When you have done this to 
both sides, take the upper strands that 
are left, three or four from each side to- 
gether at a timo, and cnri them so as to 
cover the rib all the way np. Then 
shako your feather in front of a hot fire 
for a few seconds and look at it, when 
you will find many strands standing up 
qnita straight here aud there. These re- 
quire individual curling, nnd the whole 
should be carefully arranged to look full 
and compact. 


How to Make Javelle Water. 


Javolle water consists of washing 


soda and wator and chloride of limo, a 
pound of tho soda to a gallon of water 
and a pound of lime. Stir the soda into 
the water, and boil ten minutes, then 
add the chloride of lime. Whenthefluid 
has settled, ponr off as much as is clear 
and put in bottles. Label and cork tight- 
ly. It should only bo used when stains 
will not yield to hot or cold water nud 
should be thoroughly rinsed out after 
using. 


How to Wear Veils. 


There is a marked difference in how 


veils should be worn. They are no lon- 
ger tied closo across the face, but are 
loose and flowing. A box piuit or gath- 
ered fullness at tho top of -the veil is 
worn, but only the upper part of tho 
veil is fastened. The rest is allowed to 
hang as it will, and if carefully arranged 
the folds will form a sort of jabot effect 
that is quite pretty.
